A recommendation to withdraw 
from 
the 
Federal 
Council 
of 
Churches of Christ in America was 
voted by members of the Gettysburg 
Presbyterian church at the annual 
congregational 
meeting, 
Tuesday 
evening. 
Approximately IOO mem­ 
bers attended the meeting. 
Mrs. D. J. Forney offered the mo­ 
tion that the local church recom­ 
mend to the general Presbyterian 
assembly withdrawal of its affilia­ 
tion from the Federal Council of 
Churches on the ground that the 
council was engaging in enterprises 
contrary to the Articles of Faith of 
the Presbyterian church and in va­ 
rious social and political matters, 
contrary to the doctrines of the de­ 
nomination. 
One of the chief objections to the 
activities of the Federal Council of 
Churches is said to be the policy of 
the council to sponsor radio pro- 1 
grams 
and 
other 
enterprises, 
through ministers and others, who 
openly express their disbelief of the 
divinity of Christ—holding to the , 
stated opinion that “Christ was a 
Son of man and not the Son of 
God." 
This, it is contended, is in j 
direct conflict with the creed of the I 
Presbyterian denomination. 
Others Withdrawing 
Considerable discussion followed 
presentation of the motion. During 
the discussion, speakers pointed out I 
that 
the 
Southern 
Presbyterian 
church has already withdrawn its 
affiliation from the Federal Council 
of Churches, and that numerous 
northern 
Presbyterian 
churches 
have already taken similar action. 
Decision of the local church will 
next be referred to the Carlisle 
presbytery for action, from which 
it goes to the synod and then to the 
general assembly, the highest gov­ 
erning body of the church. 
The pastor, the Rev. Frederick B. 
Crane, served as moderator for the 
first part of the meeting, and open­ 
ed the session with prayer and a re­ 
port of his ministerial duties dur­ 
ing the year. 
During that part of the meeting 
at which S G. Bigham served as 
moderator, reports of various or­ 
ganizations in the church and Sun­ 
day school were given.

Burning Brush 
Is Fire Hazard 


The dateless burning of brush in 
iarm woodlots and around hunting 
camps and dry grass fields in or 
near the wood*, causes IO per cent 
of all the forest trees in the a*ate, 
according to the records of the 
Pennsylvania departm ent of forests 
and waters, 
Spring is Ute time of the yea**
